Cburlcs 0. Tomlinsoa and Geurgo T. 
Smiib, were arraigned on iodictmeate 
obart>;ing the Brst ntth assault with iaieot 
npoQ the person of Jacob Marks and afiray, 
and the latter with conspiring thereto. 

Mr Wood appeared lo prosecute, and Mr 
Ring and Mr. Ilobcrteun, inslructed by Mr 
Couriney, uppeurcd for the defoiica. 

'I'werily peremptory clialleDges were allow- 
ed the defence and six Brilisb jurors huvinij 
een cbialned, Mr Ring rsked tbul the 
brieoners, Lciog AmeriCBDS, the six addition 
al jururs required to conaptete the legal 
Dunnber bo drawn from na American panel 

The Chiet Justioe — Upoa what groands, 
Mr Riog ? 

Upon the ground. My Lord; that the 
prisoners are foreigners. I want a jury de 
meditate linguce; yonr Lordship issued an 
crder in cbambets for a mixed paced. 

tTha Chief Justice — I want your applica- 
tion now in open court. 'I'be prisoners speak 
the langnagecf the coantr;, do tbey not, 

Mr Ring— They do, iny Lord. 

TbeC ief JusiicH — Then bow can I grant 
yon a jury de meditate Hncfuac; where is the 
Btatnle— I want to see tlie law. 

His Lordship having consulted the statute 
directed that the oallicg oi ibc panel be con- 
tinued. 

Mr Ring rose to say that he hoped his 
application would be entortaiood. Ilu d'd 
not think a strict cr>nstruction should bo 
placed on the law. The evident iniunt of 
the law was to allow a foreif^ner to be 
tried by a mixed jury of bis own country- 
men, without reference lo the lan|;ua<>e, 
besicies, although ibe En<;!ish langunf^u was 
the lan^'Udi^o ol both couniriea, yet the Ent;- 
lieh longuut^e mighl not tully express the 
Anierlcuu tuiud. 

iMr VVi,od, on the part of the Crnwn, oh- 
jeoled to a mixed jury on (be giound of ille- 
gality. 

The Chief Justice said that the statute 
that applied to this case did out mean jurum 
whoppokeiha same lanuuai^e as the prisoner 
It wa8 only neceasury that; ihuy (ibouM be 
aliens The propLT timn ic apply for u jury 
de meditate linyuiv was wh^ji; the prisoneia 
were eulled ou to plead. But the court, even 
at this stiige would, noiOTitbutaoding the 
informality, allow sis aliens — not cho-un 
Irotn any particular cuunlry — to enter the 
box as J urors 

It appenring, however, that a British juror 
had entered llio box without b,iviiig 
been otiullei)ired, he was Hworn, anil the 
number of alien jurors reduced to five.

asa of 08 going to Marshall's place as 1 bad 
only a few words to auy ; 1 suppose yon have 
oome ever from tho Sound for tne purpose ol 
making me deny the aasortiun you made lo 
me; be said he cer^aial; would ; 1 ihoo told 
him il ho denied wlial I bad "uid ho lied; I 
then heard the loport of a piatrJ , 1 neAt huw 
the pistol in bis hand after the report; the 
pistol was a Sharp's 4-ahooier; 1 saw tbiu 
pistol (produced) in the Police Court; Tom- 
liosonBiruok me on the bead with the pistol; 
I then oleocbed with' him and tbe fight con- 
tinued tilt Sergt. Bowden camo up and ar- 
rested U8 ; I was trying to get ihe mastery all 
tho lime supposing Toinliuauu bad tliii pistol;

I bad a conversalion with Smith about Tuin 
tidsoo after I came from Cariboo; it was iii 
the streets of Victoria 1 h:id a conversu'ion 
with Smith ab"ut a week alter 1 cumu Iroin 
Cariboo; no one was proseui^ but ijn>l(h ami 
myself; Smith said be bad been slaudured 
by either Tomlioson or I and that there was 
a lie out someffbere beiwean us and that he 
%vould send for Tomlinson, or hud sent for 
Tomlinson; I told him I was not tho purty 
who utlere 1 tho lie- this was all that passed 
at ibis interview; Smith saw me subsequent- 
ly about the Post Ofiico, I think tho same 
doy or the day iifier; hu stirwed me a tele- 
gram from Tumlin»on ssyiog 'that he would 
be down uu Moiuluy'a boiit'yOr words lo that 
efleci; nothing else pansod at that time, this 
was 3 or ■! days before tho shooting took 
place; tho shootinj^ happened on Tuesilay und 
the meeting look place on tho Friday or 
Saturday previously; Smiib spoke to mo on 
Tuesday the 8i.h, previous to the occurrence;

CrnsH-oxainined by Mr Ring — I observe 
the word ' fixed' in one of the telegrams; 
that word liaa no defioile meaning among 
gentlemen who play; 1 suppose it woiild 
mean lo huvo plenty of money ; when a mis- 
chief is premoditated tho word ' heeled' is 
used — that is on llio Amcricuo sido ; it moaiis 
' armud' : Smith said that Tomlinson hud I'o- 
iiied to bim Ihe truth of the siatemant that I 
had made; Smith also said that Tomlinson 
staled to him that on seeing mo tho whole 
iiifficalty would be cleared up and there 
would be no misunderstanding; I was will- 
inu' to give Tomlinson au explanation and 
said f would see him; Siiiiib awkod me 
there? aud 1 told h'tnlhadno punieular 
place to go to ; I said I would go up to Mar- 
shall's and havij a talk with Tomlioson ; 
Smith did not say that Lis obj>ct in wishing 
a private moating waa od account of a lady's 
uamo being in the matter; I don'l know 
whether it is the practice on the other side 
lor gamblers to go artiied. 

Tbe C'hiul Justice remarked that in bis 
wh; le travel In and from Caribou he saw 
only one person armed and one pistol, and 
that was in the bands of the person in charge 
ul the gold. 

Witness continued — I never had any neces 
sity fur pistols ; 1 don't remember CBirying a 
pistol ; I should put a revolver in a belt I 
have ; and a Uerriiigcr in my pocket ; I have 
k .own Tomlinson lor two or three years; 
have beeo on fair terms with him ; I Lave 
lived wiih Tomlinson ; ho was a humane 
m^n, so far as I ever knew bim; I never 
kuew of his being involved iu an aOair of this 
kind before. 

Ue-exiiniineJ by Mr Wood — When Tom 
linsou and I wont up Government slreot I 
was on Ihe side nearest the ruad ; Toinlin^un 
was in font und laced mo when ho lited tlio 
shot at tbe corner ; I have never known 
anylbing against Smith. 

Aaron Henry Aarons. sworn — Am 
partner iu the Arcade Saloon, Government 
sfeet, recollect au occurrence on Tuesday, 
8lh October, on Guvernmont street ; I was 
passing- Campbell's cigar store, corner Gov- 
ernment und Yaies slrect ; I saw Marks 
speak lo Tuulinsou and say, ' I want to speak 
to you,' or 'I want to fee yon,' I can't say 
which ; I then saw them walk away together 
towards tho corner of Fort and Goverumoul ; 
I made a call on business which detained mc 
Iwo or three minuios ; when I got to corner 
ol Government and Fort slreets, I saw .Marks 
and Tomlinson lightuig; I did not notice 
Ihem till then ; what Marks has staled about 
the assault is substantially correct; I saw 
TomlinsoB speaking with another party ; 
can", recollect whether il waa Smith. 

To .Mr Koborlson — 1 did not seu iho fight 
commence ; I saw them struggling. 

J(jliii O'Dwycr, sworn und examined by 
Mr vVood — Reep a coniini.stiou store ; saw 
'he scriininuue between Marks and I'oinlin- 
son ; the suuQle happened ue 1 have heard ii 
described. 

Wm. Bowden, sworn— Am Sergeant ol 
Police al Victoria; I was in Ouvorr mom 
sireoi when he shouting ufTair took pl.jct! ; 
when I arrested Tomlinson and Market, the 
latter asked me to lonk alter ihe pi.«lc«l, mean<- 
iiig Tomlinaon's pistol; 1 looked over the 
fence ioto a vacant lut nod saw ibe pis'ol 
l>ing there ; Mr Ail^op handed me (he pistol; 
he gut over the fence and picKed it up; the 
pistol was then cocked ; ihree barrels were 
lo.ided and one di-cliarged ; i could not say 
whbilier it liiid bien iecei,tly discharged;

A Baler, sworn und examined — Keep a 
ecneral dealer's store on Quvernment street. 
I£now Smith, Ihe pris 'ner, for five or six 
inonlhs oil' und on. Uecollecl seei nu Sinilli 
iu my store about tho 4ili or 5ilj ol October, 
fberu w.is toine one with liiiii, but don't re- 
oollecl who. 1 was usked if I had any Ueriii- 
gL'rs for ^afe. 'i'hey are small pocket pistols, 
fie said hu was going on the other side and 
would like one or a pair. 1 bad not any and 
did not serve him. 

Cross-examined — .S;iid nothing abont In- 
dians on tho other sido — was going to travel 
Ihroiitih Washington Territory.

Jailor AlcUridc, sworn— On Tuesday, 8th 
Ootuber, searoi'ed Tomlioson when brongbt 
in ; found money on bim and telegraph de- 
spatches, which I recogrii'*o ; they are 
marked 1), 10, and F. 

J II C'annick'id, sworn and oxainiticd — 
Am nie^HCimer und assistant operator ol the 
to ograph ollice iu this city ; the handwriting 
uf A message is Smith's ; knoiv him by 
seeing bim at the office belore ; it was written 
by bim in my presence ; I knoa messages G 
and H Wire received fioin .'Seattle and deliv- 
ered lo Smith; those pioducud are copies; 
A is in Smith's huudwriliug and was aeot to 



C. 0. Tomlinson, ol Seaitio ; it reads, ' Bring 
Bates and Poker Jack by my request. Gome 
Qxed. Don't foil.' It is dated Octuher 5ih. 
B is from Smilb to Tomlinsan, Seal tie: 
' Come down on Thursday's slcamer. Murks 
is here. Answer ' It is dated October 3il, 
C is from Smith toTomliiiHon : • bring Jack 
Quail with you; don't fail.'

the statement, addressing mo, and .--aiiJ Iil- 
wished 10 explain coucoriiing the ulLiir that 
occurred in Government stioet, and requested 
me nut to make any outaide remarks ur 
commenis on tbe aOuir, as there was a lady

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
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The Court reassembled at 3 o'clock. 
defVnco called no wUiu'-ncs. 

Mr Ring eominenci'.l tlis address on b 
of tho prisoners lie saiil he rrijci-i u d 
the Iwo men had not beiiii tiled NL-pai-.iiel). 
lie was ulraid that there would be two 
speeches ill Aioted upon tbe jury. Tho leameil 
counsel claimed that if during ihe interview 
al tho Coi.o.N'I.sT (ilfice Ibe |jri^oner .Siiii h had 
t<aid ' noihiiig liiu blood vou il wipi' oiji ilui 
uQiir,' it must have lieen heard tjy the ()cr- 
son lo whom Ibe rernurk was adilie^-ed as 
well as by a person bitting by. Tho uxprei 
sion never was used by bis clioni. As le- 
gaided tbe word ' tidied,' in tbe telegram it 
meant money — not powder and bull. Toui- 
iimson was lo brint; money over for tho pur- 
pose of ' play" W as ir a crime Inr a niaii 
lo purchase a pistol 't Did the evidence ol 
Buler prove anything a.;ainHt Smith ? • Why,' 
bald the learned counsel, ' I've got a revoivir 
myself — at my chambers ' Marks Huught the 
interview with Tomliason first. Murks calls 
Tomlinson 'a liar.' Tomlinson's hand ia in 
his poekel, am! the nervous twitch wIhl-Ii h« 
gavi; upon beMiir tetnii-d 'a liar' may have 
exploded the pistol accidentally. There wa? 
no proof of a bullet — it was not found. II 
Tomlinson wanted to slay Marks, wtiy did he 
not tire oil the other ihree bullets. Tie 
pistol went oil" by aooident. How ub.surd it 
was to suppose that I'onilinson would be in- 
vilcil here, to an I'^nglisli Colony, to slioot a 
man down in the broad face ( f day. lo oii- 
chision, he would ask his Lord.-hip tu iliri'cl 
the j'lry lo acquit Smith, lor ho lelt certain 
iliat be would bu acijuiiiud, and thou allow 
Smith logo into the box und make a stule> 
ineut in behalf of 'I'omfinaon, 
Air Ring h.iving sat down. 
The learnoJ Judge proceeded to char^i? 
the Jury, saying ho had no doubt thai who her 
the accused were brulhor Americuua ur biodiu' 
Eniilishmen, an honest verdict would be r^'- 
lurned by them. There would be no dillj- 
culty in separating the facts as aguiust one 
jiritoner or the other — a portion ot the evi

Thtiiu 
was abundant evidence of a nnitiv(!, Ii h,ul 
been suguusted that ' come fix d" iiieanl tu 
bring money lu gamble ; but if peouhi urn 
hunt on having quarrels ailjustud, would it 
not mean cume prepared for ovetilualiiies — 
come prepared lor whatever may arise? Tom- 
lii.son came with a pistol, or got one here.

"not guilty" on the first count; on the 
second count (shooting with ioleol to maim) 
" l^iiilty, with strong provocatioo, and roi* 
cuiumandatiou to mercy." 

His Loiilship said that he oonoutred fnlly 
in both verdicts, cuuiplimented the jury on 
llioit finding, and promised that tho reeora- 
mendaiion should receive every attention. 
Siaith was then culled forward and told that 
ho hail hud a vury narrow esnope. Ho had 
arranged a ratoling between Tomlinson and 
Marin, which hu must have been aware 
would end in a hostile manner.

EDi'ion Colonist : — Some puoplc are 
under tlie iiiipressiou that j\Ir. Muc- 
doiiald's uctions iu tho Lcgislativo Coun- 
cil were too much on tho side of tlits 
Govurnraent and in opposition to the 
tutore^ts of the Colony, and more particu„ 
lariy to that of Victoria. So far as I 
have been able to follow Iho chief ques 
tioa at isaae, it stands thus : Tho popular 
mambera moved a certain resolution rc- 
commonding a redaction iu tho Civil 
List. Mr. Macdonald opposed the reso- 
lation on tbo ground that the Crown 
Salaries' Act of October, 1863, should 
iirat be. repealed ; bo fully concarred iu 
the proposed reduction, but not in the 
mode of acconipltshlDg it. A short time 
after tho passage of tho resolution, tbo 
Governor sent down to the Council a bill 
to repeal the Crown Snlories Act of Oct., 
18Q3, leaviog the amount of salaries in 
blaulc to be filled in by the Gonnoil. This 
bill lay on tho table for nearly three 
weeks and no one had the moral courage 
to move its coiisidcriitioii until jMr. Mac- 
donald moved the ibliowing resolution, 
which wttB seooiidod by Uf. IL.'liiKkoii : 
" Resolvetl, tliat tbo popiilaf inuinljers to 
whom the bill repealing tlie Crown Sahir- 
ies Act has been exclusively left, arc of 
opinion thtit in Ihe |iresc'i)t depressed con- 
dition of the Colony Tfef Majesty's 
Government should bo rcipjctfuliy prayctl 
to rcmiuierutc the chief cxeciilive ofliccr 
oi this Colony. Tliat the popular mem- 
bers recognise with satisfaction tho desire 
of the executive to reduce tlie cost of 
Government, niid are not unaware of the 
difficulties be has to coiileiid witli. Tliat 
His Excellency ♦he Governor be rcppect- 
fully requested to urge upon Her 
Majesty's Government the necessity of 
granting the Executive of this Colony 
power to simplify, centralise and reduce 
the departmental system, so as to lessen 
the pablic expenditure to such a figure as 
the Colony is able to bear." All the 
popular members, nnd not Mr, Macdonald 
alone, disposed of the bill to repeal .the 
Crown Salaries' Aot by passing the above 
rcsolntion. I presume the whole question 
will be gone over again at (,he ne.Kt meet- 
ing of the Council, and I feci assured 
that Mr. ^Macdonald will take a.s indepon- 
doiit a .stand on this or any other qneslion 
as any member of the House, and his 
politieal untugoiiist.s (for he lias no others) 
need riot try lo make capital otU of his 
public acts, as they will bear tho strictest 
scrutiny. Surely after this plain siato- 
mcnt of facts no respectable person will 
accuse him of being a Covornmont man 
Tliat le is one I conscieniiously deny. 
Why should lio be ? IIo wants nothing 
from Ibcm ; he has no axes tc grind . 
there is not a sitaation in tho gift of the 
Governor that he would accept this day ; 
and I feel extremely sorry that ony of my 
fellow-citizens should for one moment snp 
pose him incapable of doing his duty to 
bis constitaents in an indopendont and 
fearless manner. He will do \>hat he con- 
Bcientionsly believes to be right, indepen- 
dent of popular praise or Government 
patronage. 

In conclusion, I trust that my feliow- 
cilizens who were wavering about votiri;.' 
bave now seen the error of their way, and 
will come forward like true and liono'-abie 
men and place .Jlr. Macdonald by a largo 
majority at the head of the poll on Satur- 
day,

Sak FliAN'cisco, Oct. 28.— Abont 10 
o'clock on Saturday niglit, a woman named 
Miss McDonald, who had been stopping 
temporarily at tho house of Mr. John 
Center, at the Mission, was found in the 
mud and water of Mission creek, clinging 
to ouo of the timbers of the bridge. 
When rescued she was apparently in an 
almost helpless condition. She stated 
that while proceeding to her home a short 
time before, she was seized by two men. 
one of them masked, who partly stupiGed 
her with cblorofonn, hurried her into a 
carriage, drove off and threw her from 
the liridge near the place where sho was 
found. Some months ago, she went be- 
fore the grand jury and procured the 
iiulictnieul of A. J. Stevenson, for an 
alleged outriige upon her person, Tbo 
trial is to come off ne.\t term of court. It 
is tlioiight by .some persons that sho got 
into the creek herself and coneocled the 
slo'-y of ub'iuclion ami atteiiipled murder 
for the elfeet it would have on this trial. 

IIu;;h Moore sues Samuel Marks to 
recover $7,500 damages from an alleged 
malicious prosecution of plaintiff. Ho 
says til feiidaiil caused him lo be arrested 
for tbe crime of potit larceny, which coin- 
p lint was dismissed by Judge Kis upon 
.Marks' own testimony. 

The floating dry dock at North Point 
is now in successful operation. On Friday 
lust, the schooner Florence was taken 
upon it and repaired, and this morning 
she went off to give place to another 
vessel of the same class, which was taken 
on. When tho Florence was on tlio dock 
it was pressed down only about three 
inches, showing that it is of sullieieiit 
llo iting capacity to take up much larger 
vessels.

Jackson'vim.k, Oct, 2S.— A military 
express has just arrived from Fort 
Ivlaiimth, which briiiijs the iiiAnination 
that General Crooks was defeated on tho 
17lli inst., abniit. twenty miles from Goose 
fjake valley, by a band of Piute iind I'ilt 
river warrior.s, numbering ab.iut ono luin- 
ilred. Goii. Crooks' eonimand consisted of 
lorly men of e impaiiy II., U. S. Cavalry, 
and aUliough finding the Indians strongly 
entrenched in tho rocks, he fougtit them 
for two days, until coiuiielled to retire with 
tho loss of Lieut. Manigan and si.t men 
killed and twenty wounded. It was 
thought that about 50 Indians were killed, 
but it was difficult to ascertain the actual 
ilainage done to the enemy, Gen. Crooks 
sent a Sergeant to Fort Klamath with 
dispatches, and is now supposed to bo 
about tho upper end of Goose Lake valley, 
wailing for assistance.
